Pearl Bryan's Murderer Will 
Soon Be Definitely Known. 



BEVERAL MORE CONFESSIONS. 



Scott Jackion ami Hit Roommate, Alonr.o 
Wall In g. Are Each Trying to Fanten 
l i>.». the Other the Actual CommUilon 
of the Crime- Lynchers May Settle the 
Fate of Both the SunpecU. 

Cincinnati, Feb. 8.— The coils are 
tightening about Scott Jackson, the de- 
bonnaire dental student, who has al- 
ready- confessed to at least a guilty 
knowledge of the murder of Pearl 
Bryan of Greencastle, Ind. He and his 
roommate, Alonzo Walling, are both 
under arrest, and each is trying to 
fasten upon the other the actual com- 
mission of the crime. 

Wailing has made another confession 
to Mayor Caldwell in which he said that 
Jackson gave the girl four grains of co- 
caine in sixteen drops of water and 
then drove her to Fort Thomas, where 
he cut off her head. 

Shortly after making this statement 
he made knottier one which conflicts 
with the previous one. Walling's latest 
confession is that Jackson killed the girl 
by giving her a hyperdermic injection 
of prnssic acid. This acid is so power- 
ful and deadly that death would ensue 
before the needle of the hyperdermic 
syringe could be withdrawn. Walling 
says that Jackson thought of arsenic 
and cocaine, but decided on prnssic 
acid. 

In ?iew of this confession, a second 
and more careful postmortem examina- 
tion was made of the dead girl's body. 
Dr. Pythian, who made the postmortem 
examination, declures that she did not 
die from the effects of poison, but from 
hemorrhage. In other words that she 
was decapitated while alive. Every or- 
gan was found to be in perfect condi- 
tion. This could no* possibly have been 
the case, he says, if death hud resulted 
from poisoning. The heart and lungs, 
he declares, would certainly have shown 
unmistakable signs of the fatal action of 
the poison. Therefore the climax of 
horrors in the long drawn out series of 
horrors of the case is that the poor girl 
was murdered in cold blood by having 
her head cut off. This is in direct con- 
tradiction to Walling's confession. 

At 4 o'clock Friday afternoon, as the 
light of day faded away and left the 
stutionhouse cellroom in semi-darkness 
and abject gloom, Scott Jackson in his 
lonely cell began to show the tirst real 
signs of weakening. He sent for Secre- 
tary Tibbitts of the Y. M. C. A., to 
whom he said he wanted to make a con- 
fession. Upon the arrivnl of Mr. Tib- 
bitts the prisoner shook the hand of the 
secretary and after some little conver- 
sation Jackson asked the secretary to 
pray with him, which he did. While 
the prayer was in progress, Jackson 
cried: 

"Oh, Lord, forgive me!" 

"Oh, Lord, have mercy upon me!" 

After the prayer Jackson asked the 
secretary if he had a Bible. He had 
not, but soon procured one and returned 
to the cell. 

Later it was learned that Tibbett's 
wrote the confession as it was dictated 
by Jackson, but the latter signed it. 

"Here, with the Bible in my hand, on 
my knees before God, I wa» not guilty 
of murdering that poor girl. 1 did 
get her to come to Cincinnati to undergo 
an abortion. Walling was to get $60 
for performing it. I was guilty of get- 
ting her to do it, but not of murdering 
that poor girl. 

"1 don't know where he killed her or 
how he killed her, or what he did with 
ber after he killed her. I did not, kill 
the p<»ir girl. He is the guilty man. 
Will Woods was to send $50 to him 
through me for performing the abortion. 
This is the truth, so help me God." 

The confession was signed by his full 
name, Scott Jackson. It was written 
in a tine hand. 

.Will Wood, the alleged betrayer of 
Miss Bryan, has been sent to jail in de- 
fault of $6,000 bail. The charge is con- 
spiring to induce a criminal operation. 
He charges that Jackson betrayed her 
and that ne sent the girl to Cincinnati 
simply to save the family from dis- 
grace. 

The location of the head is still a 
mystery. Walling now claims that 
Jackson buried it in the Dayton sand- 
bar. 

The method of Pearl Bryan's death, 
where her head is concealed and wheth- 
er the murder was committed on this or 

the other side of the river are the ques- 
tions the detectives are now most anx- 
ious t0 solve. 

Sheriff Plommer of Newport insists 
that the crime was committed in Ken- 
tucky, ami tie demand! the custody of 
the prisoners, ami the Cincinnati au- 
thorities agree that the prisoners belong 
to Plommer. 

If the men were taken to Kentucky 
for trial, it is flic opinion of every wit- 
ness from that side of the river that 
their lives would not be worth a mo- 
ment's imrcliase. The crime itself sent 

a thrill of horror through the entire 
community OU that side of the river 
and the unfeeling, cold-blooded discus- 
sion of its horrifying details by the two 
prisoners lias aroused another sentiment 
no less extreme. A considerable num- 
ber of the populace of the Kentucky 
cities across the river, it seems, look 
upon men who can perpetrate such a 
crime and then in the coolest and most 
unfeeling manner talk of its details as 
object! of detestation, fit for instant 

death iii some manner oommetu nrate 
with the crime. 

It appears that Jackson once ihreat- 
ened to cut a woman's throat while he 
was a student at Indianapolis. 

Undertaker J. E. BJaek of Greencas- 



tle has obtained permission as far as the 
Cincinnati police department was con- 
cerned to remove the body to Greencas- 
tle next Monday for burial. The family 
are anxious to have it taken home and 
given a decent burial. Sheriff Plummer 
has consented to its removal after the 
day mentioned. Until that time it will 
remain In the Newport undertaking es- 
tablishment.

BIDS FOR BONDS. 

Bw ayal— tS Will &•* One-Third of the 
Whole lN»ue. 

W \shinu ion, Feb. 8.— Late yester- 
day afternoon the treasury officials com- 
pleted the computation of bids for the 
new bond issue, from which it appears 
that the amount of the bids above that 
of J. P. Morgan and his associates 
(110.H877) was $0o,?88,«50, and that 
the amount which will be awarded to 
the syndicate therefore will be $38,211,- 
350, or approximately one-third of the 
whole issue. The number of successful 
bidders is 781. 

In arriving at this conclusion the of- 
ficials have thrown out a veiy few bids 
obviously fictitious and a larger number 
wen' irregular in important particulars. 
Sc me of these bore no signature, and 
others did not contain the amount in- 
tended to bo bid for, while still others 
omitted the rate. These last, however, 
are not supposed to aggregate any con- 
siderable sum. 

The fact that two-thirds of the entire 
issue are found to have been at rates 
ranging above 110.1)877 is something of 
a surprise to ull who heard the bids an- 
nounced, but there is no question of the 
accuracy of the statement as all of the 
bids have been again gone over and all 
errors made in the hurry of the day of 
the opening have been corrected.

WILL STOP THE FIGHT 

Anti-Prize Fight Bill Signed by 
the President. 

IT IS ALREADY IN FORCE. 



The Federal Aulliorillcii Determined to 
Prevent the Pfe>SSS< C ontent* -United 
Mat* Troop* Prepared to Be Called 
Out — Tela* Troop* Already Ordered 
Nearer I I l*» o. 

Washington, Feb. 8— The Catron 
bill, to prevent prize fighting in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and territories, was 
signed by the president about 4:35 p. m. 
The bill did not reach the White House 
until 4 o'clock or afterwards, and in its 
case the usual routine was departed 
from and the measure taken at ouce to 
Mr. Cleveland, who, after examining its 
provisions, promptly attached his signa- 
ture, so that from the date of signature 
prize fighting is a felony on all soil over 
which the federal government has ex- 
clusive jurisdiction. Prompt measures 
will be taken to see that it is not vio- 
lated. 

By the signature of the anti-prizo 
fight bill the president has placed upon 
the governor of New Mexico the re- 
sponsibility for the prevention of the 
Fitzsimmons-Maher mill iu that terri- 
tory. The governor has been informed 
of the signature of the act, so that he is 
fully aware that it is law of the land 
from this moment. The federal author- 
ities, however, are disposed to do every- 
thing in their power to assist in the ex- 
ecution of the law if the governor 
shonld find it beyond the unaided abili- 
ty of the territorial officers to prevent 
the fight in the territory. To this end 
the governor may, after he has satisfied 
himself that his local forces are insuffi- 
cient to meet the case, call upon the 
United Sta.cs marshal for assistance 
and the latter iu turn may avail him- 
self of the services of all of the United 
States troops in the department of Colo- 
rado, if that many are necessary, in or- 
der to suppress any illegal gathering or 
breach of the new law. 

Proper instructions have also been 
sent by the war department to General 
Wheaton, the department commander 
at Denver, to promptly supply all the 
force requisite upon the request of the 
proper authorities, and altogether the 
national government is prepared to 
make it very unpleasant and dangerous 
for any person who participates iu a 

prize fight in any of the federal terri 
toriea or even gives aid and comfort to 
the would-be fighters by assembling at 
any point to witness a tight.

The wonderful success of the popular 
loan alters the face of eveuts The in- 
fluence of this event upon all manufac- 
turing and all trade can not be lightly 
estimated. It strips the silver agitation 
of all its power to hurt. It puts the 
treasury on a safe basis for the time. 

whether oongiesa does anything useful 

or not, It notifies foreign nations that 
the United Btates huve power as well as 
purpose. It unlocks millions of gold 
which have been gathered in prepara- 
tion, brings directly several million gold 

from Europe ami stimulates the anxiety 

of foreign investors to obtain American 
securities. 

With such a revolution in business 
suddenly effected the customary records 
Of the past week and month are of less 
value than usual Put there have been 

signs of Improvement in the iron manu- 
facture, although the average of prices 

is nearly 1 per cent lower this week, 
for orders have been booked for nearly 
300,000 roim of rails this vear. against 
total deliveries iu 1899 of 1,000,000 tons, 
and orders for wire nails are stimulated 
by a decision to advance the price again 
March 1. There is also a mors active 
demand for plates mid sheets South- 
ern competition lowers coke iron at 
Chicago and prevents advance at the 
east, while sales < last year's specu- 
lators iu the Pittsburg region still de- 
press Bessemer. The ore pool is ex- 
pected to fix the price for the year at *i 
or possibly $4.50 and the coke pool still 
reduces the output. Speculation has 
raised copper to 10 1-4 cents, with sales 
of 6.000,000 pounds and tin to Kl l«8 
cents and lead to 8.10 cents, with large 
exporti of Mexican. 

Sales of wool have been 4,660,200 
pounds, against 5,198,160 last year, and 
8,650, 716 in 18JM, and with reported re- 
duction in clay worsteds and mixtures, 
the orders for other woolen goods are 
still unusually delayed. It is also stated 
that cancellations in carpets have been 
unusually numerous since Jan. 1. The 
cotton mills continue generally active, 
though talk of decreasing production 
still continues, print cloths do not rise 
above 88-4 cents, and some goods tend 
lower 

Speculation in wheat has again lifted 
prices, although western receipts have 
been 8,800,901 for the week, against 
798,971 bushels lust year, and for the 
vear thus far 15,087,690 bushels, agaii.sf 
6,080,938 last year. Atlantic expo-ts 
have been increasing, though not in Me 
same proportion, amounting for tne 
week, flour included, to 1.985,956 
bushels, against 1,468,955 last year. 
The speculative market has been large- 
ly influenced by rumors of injury to the 
coining crop and by foreign advice-, 
and prices advanced :i 1-4 cents for cash 
and 2 3-8 cents for May. 

Corn has been comparatively steady. 

Cotton is practically unchanged, re- 
ceipts continuing to accord with a vield 
Of about 7,000,000 bales for 1896. 

Failures for the week have been 898 

iu the United Stales, against :>81 last 
year, and 88 in Canada, against .'18 last 
year.

Su.Jden Termination of His Six 
Weeks' Illness. 

HIS LAST HOURS WERE PEACEFUL

Indianapolis, Feb. 8.— William H 
English died at 18:88 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, at his rooms in the English 
hotel. He has been sick for six weeks 
It was his first serious illness in many 
years, and until the last few hours his 
friends hoped that his rugged constitu- 
tion would survive the triple attack of 

influenza. Inflammatory rheumatism ami 

constitutional heart trouble. His con- 
dition in the last few days has varied 
widely, sometimes promising speedy re- 
covery and again giving no hope. 

Several days ago his only daughter, 
Mrs. Hose Walling, was sent for. She 
and her brother, Will E. English, have 
been m constant attendance. Thursday 
night the patient's condition becam • 
rapidly worse, and it was seen that he 
was in a state of collapse His attend- 
ing physician was called and a telegram 
Was sent to Dr. Walling, the son-in-law. 
to hasten from St. Ijouis to (ndilinapo- 
lis. Early yesterday forenoon a consul- 
tation of physicians was held, and Mr. 
Will E. English was notified that his 
father's condition was well-nigh hope 
Less, The end Came even sootier than 
was expected. During the forenoon 
the patient was unconscious, but it was 
possible to rouse him for an instant, 
and once or twice he sis ike. His talk, 
however, was incoherent. 

.Mr. English died in the room in the 
southeast co, nei of ihe hotel which he 
has occupied so long. During his last 
hours his two children were with him. 
besides the attending physician. Dr. 
1 lay s. and Mr. and Mrs. Hall m the 
hotel.

Frankfort, Ky., February 6.— The 
Committee on Corporations had under 
consideration to-day Mr. Elliston's bill 
concerning building and loan associa- 
tions. Its passage would materially 
abridge the privileges of the national as- 
sociations, to the advantage of the local 
associations. The most important auiend- 
1 ment offered to the present act is as fol- 
lows ! 

I But no association, foreign or domestic, shall 
I bi authorized or permitted to establish, or trans- 
act business, either directly or indirectly, through 
local advisory boards or agencies, or receive, 
transmit or disburse money through such boards 
or agencies, or make any loans upon the recom- 
mendations or appraisements of such boards or 
agencies. Local boards or agencies, within the 
meaning of the statute, are all boards or agen- 
Olai other than the home board of such associa- 
tion. 

The seventeen national associations 
all had representatives here. J. H. 
Westover, of Williamstown, represented 
the local association's side of the ques- 
tion. It is, of course, in favor of the bill . 

Cigarette Smoking. 

(Georgetown (0.) News-Democrat.] 
Last week while in Cincinnati we met 
a couple of gentlemen and in conversa- 
tion the question of cigarette smoking 
came up. One of them stated that he 
was present at a gathering of five physi- 
cians—four from St. Louis, and one from 
Cincinnati who persisted in smoking ci- 
garettes.

Among other 
things they told him that they had 
analyzed fifty different makes of Amer- 
ican cigarettes and that while they found 
the tobacco used pure, and up to the 
standard, each variety was wrapped in 
paper highly impregnated with arsenic. 
It is the arsenic in the wrapper that 
kills. It stimulates a dangerous appetite 
In the human animal which finally over- 
comes and destroys him. They are well 
named "coffin nails."
